Many poultrymen like to dip the newly 
hatched chick's bill into milk for their 
first feed as it helps to clean out the 
cluck'* digestue system.

I he milk is usually kept before them 
as a drink and is also used to some 
extent In mixing thp mash wherever a 
moist mash is used.

fuls of butter or other sweet shorten- 
ing into a saucepan over the fire, add- 
ing one-Iourth of a teaspoonful of salt 
or more if missalu"! fat is uspfl. Add 
one-haU' cupful ol' \ ater and when the j 
butter is melted and the water boiling 
stir in one-half cupful of bread flour, 
all at once. 
Stir and beat with a 


wooden spoon until the mixture leaves 
the side:- of the pan ami forms a firm 
mass. 
Remove from (be hei't, cool n 


little am! add one epir without beat- 
ing. 
Stir and brat it in vigorously 


until well blended 
then add another 


egg and treal in the .same manner. 
The mixture should be stiff enough to 
hold its shape without spreading. Put 
into a pastry bag arid press out in any 
desired shape. 
Or the mixture may
